She said that $3400 had been spent 
among grafting Spanish officials by 
her husband's employers, the Pearson 
Engineering Construction Company, 
to enable her to got the body on 
board ship within a week efter the 
shooting. 

Mrs. Kapp has been laboring under 
great mental excitement and nervous 
strain and the story she told at the 
Hotel Imperial. wes broken and in- 
complete. 

“My husband was a construction 
foreman for the engineering com- 
pany.” she said. ‘“‘Thev were build- 
ing a dam across the Elbro River in 
Spain. On the night of March 17 I 
received word that my husband had 
been shot. | 

“I hurried to the construction camp 
and found him wnconscious with two 
bullete In his body. He was brought 
to Larida and then the stream of ex- 
penditures began. It cost $2000 to 
settle with the surgeon who probed 
for the bullets. While he was oper- 
ating there were elght other doctors 
and four judges waiting on the low- 
er floor of the hospital. Each of 
them demanded a large fce—I huve 
forgotten how much. 

“These were tbe first of the hu- 
man vultures. They gathered thicker 
than ever after my husband's death 
the next day. After the operation I 
was told he would have to be re- 
moved to clinic. That cost money. 
When he died there was a hig fce for 
the removrl of his body to the 
morgue. The body was transferred 
from ono vault in the morgue to an- 
other and an official came with an- 
other bill. From this time until his 
body was on the steamer they came 
thick and fast."

SAN PEDRO CHAMBER 
LETTER HARBOR BOARD. 


AN PEDRO, April 12.—Reports 
S that changes have been made in 
the plans for Municipal Dock No. 
1 in the outer harbor without the ap- 
proval of the city’s consulting har- 
bor engineer, E. P, Goodrich, the New 
York expert, have brought forth a 
pertinent inquiry from the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce addressed to 
the Harbor Adtisory Board. 

When Mr. Goodrich was here last 
July he approved plans for a con- 
crete wharf to have a minimum 
deckload capacity of 1000 pounds to 
the square foot. Several changes 
have been made in the original pions. 
Recently the Harbor Advisory Board, 
upon recommendation of City En- 
gineer Hamlin, approved a change in 
the plans, calling for the omission of 
certain cluster piles on the ground 
they will not be needed to support 
the one-story warehouse which Mr. 
Hamlin has recommended. lt was 
generally understood when Mr. Gvod- 
rich was here that Municipal Dock 
No. 1 should be bullt strong enough 
to support warehouses of more than 
one story. 

Fear is expressed by the Chamber 
of Commerce that unless the dock is 
equipped to give the most efficient 
service, it will be unable to success- 
fully compete with privately owned 
wharves. The letter of inquiry to 
the Harbor Advisory Board follows: 
SAN PEDRO, April 12, 1913. 
To the Honorable Members of the 
Harbor Advisory Board. 
Gentlemen: It has been brought 
to the attention of this chamber that 
several changes have been made in 
the plans for the wharf and ware- 
house to be built on the old Hunt- 
ington concession known as Mun:cipal 
Wharf No. 1. It is our understinding 
that the plans for this wharf as 
approved by the city’s consulting en- 
gineer, Mr. E. P. Goodrich of New 
York, while here last July provided 
for a minimum deckload capacity of 
1060 pounds to the square foot and 
a two-story steel and concrete ware- 
house. 

It having been brought to our at- 
tention that certain changes have 
been made in these plans, including 
the elimination of cluster piles and 
au two-story warehouse, this chamber 
would like to be informed whether 
or not these changes have been ap- 
proved by Mr. Goodrich and whether 
or not they will reduce the deckivad 
Capacity recommended by him.

In view of these facts it would seem 
to be the part of wisdom to wait until 
after the bond election and the rec- 
ommendation of Mr, Goodrich is se- 
cured before any change is made in 
the plans approved by him that will 
either reduce the warehousing facili- 
ties on the wharf or wéaken the 
structure so that additional facilities 
might not be added later.

ECCENTRIC REFUGEE 
IS INJURED BY BLAST. 


IERRA MADRE, April 12.—In- 
jured by a premature explosion of 
dynamite, Frank Vallejon, known 
as “The Hermit of the Big Santa 
Anita” and a man of mystery, now 
lies in the County Hospital suffering 
from many injuries. 

While aiding in the blasting of 
large boulders for those who are 
building cottages on the government 
preserves along Sturtevant trail, 
“Frank” as he is commonly known, 
received the charge of an explos'tor 
directly in his face and arms. It is 
reported that he may lose the sight 
of both eyes and possibly one hand. 
Pieces of the rock and gravel having 
entered his body at these particular 
points. 

There is much mystery surrounding 
Frank Vallejon and his secluded life 
in the canyons five miles from the 
city of Sierra Madre.

For years when travelers came up 
the trail Vallefon would hide and 
watch their movements, or hasten to 
a cabin he had built in a dark can- 
yon miles from the beaten path. As 
the years passed on and more people 
came to thie section and traveled the 
mountains “Frank” came from his 
hiding place and greeted them. 

He has been known to wheel two 
hundred pounds of provisions, build- 
‘ne material and other stuff in, hia 
whelebarrow over the hard mountain 


Ictted to him in recent years by 
Federal government. 

Until a few years ago Vallejon had 
a rather furtive way of glancing at 
one when in conversation. This has 
gradually disappeared and his glance 
is more of the ordinary individual. He 
wears blue overalls, a jumper and a 
straw hat he manufactured himself 
ffom the weeds grown in the canyons. 
He is well versed in woodcraft, a 
clever worker as a stone mason and 
had built a cabin for himself, a stone 
house 

He knows little of the outside 
world, but shows in his infrequent 
conversation that at some time he 
had an interesting past. 
to delve into his past 
out by non-committal 
refusal to talk. Only here and there 
would a chance remark lead to some 
past connection of his life. Years ago 
he gave up hunting and threw away 
an old gun he . The deer 
come into his garden and nibble his 
crops.

RECOVERED FROM THIEVES, IT 
RESTS WITH RELICS. 


Petitions Are Being Circulated in 
Long Beach Relative to the Regu- 
lation of Telephone Rates, Which 
Have Been Variable for Some 
Time—Short News Stories. 


LONG BEACH, April 12.—85tiill 
bright and yellow with its heavy plat- 
ing of gold and none the worse for its 
long and eventful life, the golden 
spike, marking the completion of the 
old Terminal, now the Salt Lake, 
railway between San Pedro, Long 
Beach and Los Angeles, now forms an 
interesting exhibit at the Chamber of 
Commerce rooms.

Mr. F. G. Hendersen, Los Angeles, Cal. 
Dear Sir: Replying to your letter of January 20, which seems to have 
for its purpose the securing of a definite statement of my attitude with regard 
to the question of the distribution of the water of the Los Angeles aqueduct, 
{ beg to submit the following: 
Your letter opens with the statement: “The Los Angeles Times is using 
your name in its effort to get the people of this city to confine distribution of 
the water as far as possible to the San Fernando Valley.” I would say in 
this connection that I- believe I have read all the statements in The Times, 
and could not gather from them that that journal either holds the view or is 
advocating the confining of the distribution of the water to the San Fernando 
Valley. Neither do I myself hold any such view, nor have I had any con- 
ference with the people of The Times for the purpose of presenting or eluci- 
dating my ideas on this subject. On the contrary, I will here state that I am 
as much opposed to the Chatsworth (which is the line designed to serve the 
northerly slope and the west end of the San Fernando Valiey,) as to the high 
line, and for the same reason, i.e., namely that the city should not pay for 
either one of them. What my views on this subject were and still are, were 
presented to the Water Board two and one-half years ago. These views, in a 
general way, were discussed by the public in publicly-held meetings at that 
time and since, and conform in substance to the views of the special board 
of engineers employed to review and report on the matter. 
You properly. state that the question of distribution is one that the people 
must decide. In this particular all are agreed. 
In answering your questions, to prevent confusion, ! shall follow the ordiée 


in which they are placed in your communication. 
START RIGHT. 


You start-with the statement: 
“First: You believe that the’land owners or water users should be com- 
pelled to pay the expense of building the distribution system; wherems, : we 


believe this cannot be done.” 
I always believed, and I still believe, that the legal machinery for accom- 
plishing this under the existing statutes is perfectly developed, and Maj. 
Henry T. Lee, a most capable lawyer, when president of the Public Service 
Commission, fully relied on this promise and was proceeding on this assump- 
Hon when Jeath terminated his services with the city. If the legal machinery 
is imperfectly developed, then every effort of the city should be bent toward 
having the law so adjusted as to make this possible while the present Legis- 
lature is in session. 
I believe it would be’ most deplorable act at the present time for the 
people to be stampeded into inconsiderate haste, that would lead to the adop- 
tion of methods for the accomplishment of this purpose which would be 
hopelessly inadequate and confusing in the city’s future development. The 
distribution of this water is a matter which will concern the city for all time, 
and a false step in its inception will be eventually more or less fatal to its 
future success. Since it will take several years to realize any financial re- 
turns from the high line, the matter of a few — re in getting 
started t is not going to result in consequences momen

My report in this particular embraces a much larger area than can be

It appears to me that the people should be called upon right now, in advance 
of the working out of the plans for the distribution of the water, to express 
themselves as to the position of the ultimate boundaries of the city.

At that time I used the greatest caution in the language of the report, to 
avoid any appearance of directing in a selective way the districts on which 
the water should be placed. It is certain that this method of proceeding 
would be more acceptable to the people than an arbitrary selection dictated 
by the importunities of people whose only interest in the matter is founded 
on their business necessities and who are not in any way interested in the 


tuture of the city of Los Angeles. 
REASONABLE RATE. 


Your third statement is: 

“Third: That you believe that the water, both for domestic use and for fr- 
rigation, should be sold at a very low rate; whereas we believe that the water 
for domestic use should be sold at as low a rate as possible, but that the 
city should get as large a return from the water sold for irrigation, or prest- 
making purposes, as the water market will permit.” 

I have never advocated the sale of this water at a very low rate, but on 
the contrary, I have always insisted that the rate should be such that, within 
a reaBonable time, it will pay all the charges due to the constructiop of the 
Los Angeles aqueduct, including interest, sinking fund, maintenance and ad- 
ministration charges. The determination of what this amount should be is a 
matter of simple arithmetic if all further expense is to be borne by the 
neficiaries.

Night came and the time for the 
performance rolled around. About 
thirty minutes before the curtain was 
due to rise Bacon sent word that he 
would be unable to appear and that 
Covington, although absolutely 


“green,” would have to play the part. | 


Covington, imbued with the Coving- 
ton nerve, went en and played the 
role. This was his first experience 
before an audience and this audience 
sat in the Burbank Theater and 
watched his laugh-producing efforts. 
in the identical same spot where al- 
ready over 90,000 theater-goers have 
sat and laughed with him in his own 
play, “The Elixir of Youth,” during 
the last eight weeks. 

REGULAR ACTOR. 

From that time on, Covington nev- 
er went back to holding a script in 
the wings. He was a full-fledged 
actor and was_.to be recognized as 
such. From the Burbank he drifted 
up the cvuast to the old Alcazar in 
San Francisco and thence jack and 
forth across the country, until about 
six years ago he wrote and produced 
“The Parsonage.” a protean act for 
himeelf, in which he appeared suc- 
cessfully in vaudeville for six years. 

About a year ago Covington tired 
of vaudeville. He had been playing 
one act so long that he had enjoyed 
plenty of spare time to think.

IRISH PREPARED 
FOR HOME RULE. 


John Redmond Says They are 
Friendly to England. 


Will Take an Active Part in 
Affairs of Empire. 


Parliament to Meet in Old 
College Green House. 
BY THOMAS EMMET.

DUBLIN, April 12.—-[Special Dis- 
patch. ] John Redmond, the 
Irish leader, assures the Irish 
in America that the Home Rule 
Bill is in no danger. “In the summer 
of 1914," says Redmond, “it will be- 
come, law under the Parliament act.” 
He repudiates the insistent rumor that 
the Irish Parliament to be recon- 
structed “cannot return to the ‘old 
house in College Green.’ 

“You may be quite certain,”” he told 
me on his way to visit his Waterford 
constituents, “that there is nothing 
whatever in these rumors. 1 have not 
myself heard them as much as sug- 
gested. Even if they have been, you 
may be sure that the universal senti- 
ment in Ireland would insist on the. 
Parliament going back there. It is 
said that the building is not quite con- 
venient for modern Parliamentary 
uses. Even if it were not, ties of mem- 
ory and tradition should be too strong 
to be broken. No Irishman would 
dream of having his Parliament any- 
where else. 

FOR FIXED TENURE. 

“I suppose the present Lord-Lieu- 
tenant will cease to hold office when 
the act is passed, anda new Lord- 
Lieutenant appointed by the terms of 
the act for a fixed tenure. He will 
really be rather a Governor-General 
than a Lord-Lieutenant. His first 
duty will be to choose a _ ministry. 
Offices and departments must be cre- 
ated, and set up, and for some months 
the ministry will, no doubt, be occu- 
pied in drawing up and issuing provi- 
soinal orders and preparing standing 
orders which must be submitted to 
the Irish House of Commons when it 
is elected. But I hope that six months 
after the passing of the bill this new 
Irish government will be able to meet 
theelected representatives of Ireland. 
Should it fall to secure its confidence, 
or the confidence of the majority, then 
it will have @o resign and another 
ministry represénting the views of 
that majority will take place. 

“*What.’ | asked him, ‘of the Irish 
members who are to be left at West- 


er? 

“You will find, I think, that they 
will be a very good type of member— 
not at all of the uninterested absentee 
kind that som people seem to 
imagine. I fancy they will dis- 
tribute themselves over the three re- 
maining great parties in the State. 
There will be some Liberals, some La- 
bor men and some Conservatives, just 
as the compact Irish vote in some 
English constituencies at present will 
find itself being distributed under the 
ordinary political heading. 

WILL AID EMPIRE. 

And, ‘of course, Irish members will 
then take an active part in the affairs 
of the empire as a whole. They will 
have no longer any reason for ab- 
staining. They will be like the rest of 
the House, candidates for office, and 
‘some of them, I do not doubt, will sit 
in on the treasury bench. 

“In a few years, as no ministry is 
likely to be formed now which does 
not contain members sitting for Scot- 
tish as well as English constituencies, 
no ministry will be likely to be formed’ 
which does not contain a member sit- 
ting for an Irish constituency.” 

Mr. Redmond said he was con- 
scious of a tremendous change in the 
attitude of Ireland and England to- 
ward each other in recent years. ‘In 
Ireland,” he said, “the old spirit of 
marked hostility has gone altogether.” 
The anti-British and anti-empire 
feeling has died down. Not, remem- 
ber, that it is yet dead. Were anything. 
to happen at the last moment, to balk 
Treland of home rule, it would revive 
in a more accentuated form than we 
have ever known in the past. 

EVADES TAX ACT. 
The Irish are famous for their ca- 


any act of Parliament,’ as Dan O’Con- 
nell once.expressed it. Yet even for 
an Irish court: most remarkable testi- 
mony has just been given in a case 
tried by the magistrates of Bally- 
money, County Antrim, where one of 
the wealthiest and most eccentric 
members of the Irish bar, Robert 
Cramsie, was prosecuted by the Irish 
Insurance Commissioners for failing 
to “lick stamps,” or, in other words, 
declining to pay the contributions 
under the national insurance act, in 
respect to three employees. The de- 
fense was that the latter were not 
servants, but guests living in his 
house.

They were distinct 
from any other animals, inasmuch as 
they were all upright; and the great 
problem was how the gibbon came by 
the upright posture. 

Geologists were uncertain a# tothe 
date when South America came to be 
separated .from Africa, but the sep- 
aration of the fauna of the Old World 
from that of the New World dated 
back to the Eocene period. The form 
of upright ape came into the world 
at that period, and the gibbon had 
come right down from the miocene 
period almost unchanged. 

Discussing the evolution of the up- 
right posture, Prof. Keith said the 
first stage was the specialization of the 
arms, attributed to the gibbon. After 
the gibbon came the anthropoid ape; 
then the specialization of the feet. 


FRENCH SENATE AVIATES.

Descend Safely,

PARIS, April 12.-—— [Special Dis- 
patch.] The French Senate has 
covered itself with glory in avia- 
tion. Several of its members 
have gone up in dirigible balloons 
and in aeroplanes, and for A few 
hours the airships and aeroplanes at 
Buc and Versailles had nothing but 
Senators on board. A committee of 
the upper chamber, headed by Sena- 
tor Reymond, who is himself a good 
pilot, went on a tour of inspection to 
Saint Cyr and Buc, and were received 
by the chief of the military aviation 
corps, Gen. Hirschauver. The general 
showed them over the ground of the 
Inetitut Aerotechnique, founded by M. 
Henry Deutsch (de la Meurthe) and 
several interesting trials were made 
in their presence. 

After this the Senators expressed 
a wish to make some fliggts them- 
selves, and the aerial cutter .Pieurus 
was taken out of its shed. It is a 
small. but fast military airship, and 
five Senators, M. Lintilhad, Chau- 
temps, Lemarie, Blanc, and Le Cur 
Grandmaison, went on board. Capt. 
Lenoir was the pilot. In a4 short 
time the airship had sailed over Ver- 
cailles and reached Issy-les-Moulin- 
eaux, where it went through some 
evolutions. Meanwhile the members 
of the delegation, including M. 
Pinchon, the former Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, and M. Surreaux, got on 
board two aeroplanes and went up, 
piloted by M. Leblanc and M. Girod. 
Senator Reymond, to prove his skill 
in handling an aeroplane, made 4 
flight in which he took charge of the 
levers, and M. Perreyon, the holder 
of the height record, was his passen- 
ger. At 6.30 all the flights and 
aerial maneuvers were over, and the 
Senators returned to Paris, without 
accident, either on land or jin the air.

MOST OF TOWN DESTROYED. 


A belated appeal for help from the 


’ flooded districts came to the Chamber 


of Commerce yesterday {rom Catictts- 
burg, Ky. A statement gigned by 
Mayor Montague and twenty other 
citizens, including prominent business 
men and clergymen, says most of the 
town was destroyed and that the in- 
habitants are suffering from ‘ack of 
money, shelter and food. This is an 
extract from the communication: 

“Ninety per cent. of the houses and 
buildings in this town are in the 
flood. A great. many of them have 
been washed away and many others 
have been carried off their founda- 
tions and out of reach. Women and 
children are camped in the open on 
the hillsides, there not being enough 
houses out of the water to shelter 
them. The large majority of them are 
out of money, fuel, bedding or any- 
thing to eat. The unprecedented sud- 
denness and rapidity of the rise has 
had much to do with this condition 
as the Ohio River at this point never 
before came up so rapidly as on this 
occasion. Sickness prevails due to 
exposure.” 

The above communication was ac- 
companied by a letter from George 
w. Stevens, president of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway Com- 
pany, reiterating the calamities suf- 
fered at Catlettsburg. Donations will 
probably be sent from this city for 
the relief of the unfortunates.

Alleged Embeuler in Jail: 
Affinity Married. 


Accepts Money from One and 
_ Love from Another. 


Scattered Bank Funds. 


In a little game of love Joseph W. 
Allen, under arrest here charged with 
having embezzled about $7000 from 
the First National Bank of Canadian, 
Tex., got the cruel double cross. He 
did not know until yesterday after- 
noon that Miss Grace Needham, to 
whom he had been sending money in 
Los Angeles since January 1, had 
married F. 8. Fountain, a younger 
and handsomer man, shortly after her 
arrival here, and that she was using 
the alleged tainted money to give a 
golden hue to their honeymoon. 

Not until the young woman fail.d 
to keep an appointment to meet Al- 
len at the depot upon his arrival in 
this city Thursday afternoon did he 
begin to suspect that she was untrue 
to him. The truth of the young wom- 
an’s deception was fully revealed yes- 
terday when the fact of the marriage 
became known. 

Allen said yesterday at the County 
Jail that he and the young woman 
had corresponded regularly since she 
came to Los Angeles. He addressed 
his letters to a postoffice box. 

“Miss Nedham represented to me 
that she wished to buy a small notion 
store here near the postoffice and I 
sent her money to make a payment 
on it,” Allen continued. “She kept 
asking for more money and I sent it 
on. Finally, I thought that she was 
going too strong and I refused to 
send ahy more. Then she sent an 
appealing letter, stained with tears, 
in which she said that she would 
lose her store if I did not send mcre 
money. Then I decided to come to 
Los Angeles. 

“She made an appointment to meet 
me at the train when I arrived. When 
she did not show up at the depot I 
began to suspect that perhaps some- 
thing was wrong, but her marriage 
is a complete surprise. There was 
nothing in her letters to indicate that 
she had taken such a step.” 

SINKS HIS MONEY. 

Allen does not recall how much 
money he sent to the young woman, 
but officials of the Canadian bank 
believe that he gave her a large part 
of the $7000 alleged to have been em- 
bezzled. At first it was reported that 
the shortage at the bank was about 
$5000. Capt. KRebert Moore of Long 
Beach .one of the owners of the 
Texas bank, was informed yesterday 
that the shortage is considerably more 
than that amount. 

A little bit of alleged “high finance” 
by the young woman resulted in the 
disclosure of her marriage. When 
Hickcox & Crenshaw, attorneys, 
broveht a suit Friday and attached 
$1000 deposited by her in the All 
Night and Day Bank on the grounds 
that the money was part of the funds 
alleged to have been stolen by Allen, 
it was learned that she had two days 
previously transferred the account to 
F. Fountain. 

Detectives then began an invest!- 
gation to learn the identity of Foun- 
tain. He gave his address at the 
bank as the Avalon Apartments, No. 
627 East Adams street. It was learned 
that he and his wife had boarded 
there from about January 15 until 
three days ago when they went away 
without leaving a forwarding address 
for their mail. Most of the mail re- 
ceived by the women was addressed 
to Miss Grace Needham. An address 
and a telephone number left at the 
bank by the woman at the time she 
deposited the money both were mis- 
leading. 

Fountain and his wife dropped out 
of sight the day previous to the ar- 
rival of Allen in the city, It appears 
that they were alarmed by the com- 
ing of Allen. They have been dili- 
gently sought by detectives since the 
arrest of the banker, but no trace of 
them has been found. When they lefi 
the apartment-house they told an ac- 
quaintance there that they were going 
to San Diego. 

COMES FROM ALABAMA. 


Little is’ known of Fountain except 


that he came here with letters of ref- 
erence from the First National Bank 
of Evergreen, Ala., and the Cumber- 
land Telephone Company of Nashville, 
Tenn., and that he was emvloyed here 
as a book-kegper at the Edison Elec- 
tric Comparf? from January to March 
4. Officials of the company said yes- 
terday that he left there on short 
notice. 

When Fountain registered with an 
employment bureau here he filed the 
following letter of recommendation, 
signed by Lewis Crook, president of 
the Evergreen bank, of which the fol- 
lowing is an extract: 

“Mr. Fountain worked for us two 
years. He ts an honest, industrious, 
energetic and capable office man. He 
comes from a good family and Its very 
intelligent. He left our bank of his 
own accord.” 

Fountain was about 30 years old, 
hair and eyes dark.

and outlay of money for nothing. 
Such tenets as these are a part of 
the institute gospel. By them the 
institute hopes eventually to make 
American architecture . the greatest, 
the most artistic and the most stable 
in the world. 

What the architects of California 
are now demanding, however, is the 
repeal of the iaw making conipeti- 
tions as they are now held compul- 
sory. They do not expect pr hupe to 
bring about any architectural mil- 
lennium at one stroke, but they be- 
lieve that by repealing the antiquity 
commonly known as the law of 1£%72, 
the Legislature can open the way to 
real advance in public architecture in 
California.

Byrne, cashier of a Wall street con- 
cern; Carl W. Bliss, a corporation 
attorney, and others of prominence. 

“I had my ‘eyes open all the way 
from New York,” Lawrence said yes- 
terday. “I beheld taany interesting 
things and had a number of adven- 
tures that furnished material for my 
book. I saw the floods in action In 
the Middle West, made notes of @ 
in the mountains between 


“Near Lawrence, Kan., 
distressing experience of seeing m 
traveling companion fall from the 
rods and be ground to death by the 
wheels of the passenger train. The 
sight sickened me so that I, almost 
fell off myself. To make it “all the 
worse he had part of my notes ip 
his pocket when he went. 

“The only money I cpent for trans- 
portation was 7 cents that it cost me 
to get from New York to Jersey City 
through the Hudson River tube: I 
walked only thirty miles altogether. 
While I made the railroads bring me 
free of charge, I did not beg food, but 
always worked for what I gof to eat.

When 
I left New York City, my former em-

The writer's journey was in line 
with his theory that men must bold- 
ly strike out into the open if they 
win. success. He explained his* be- 
lief this way: 

“I just wanted to bolster up my 
belief that a young Legro with am- 
bition and grit can win. .There is 
no excuse for idleness, despondency 
or despair in this world. However 
difficult the path may be, I believe 
that if we bravely follow it that it 
will lead to success and independence. 
I believe that the courage to work 
will solve the ills of my race and of 
all other peoples.” 

Lawrence is the author of “The 
Little Brown Girl,” “The 


Lands of Colorado,” and verse on 
these and other subjects: “Out tn the 
Golden West,” Some Day of Days,” 
“Discontent” and “Srudder Abra- 
ham's Sermon.” 

Lawrence has located at 764 Wall 
street, where he is producing his 
book manuscript at the rate of about 
5000 words a day. 


ANGELENO IN GERMANY. 


Emerson Knight ts touring the 
classic cities of the great Empire. 
‘His last letter is dated from the 
Hotel Maximillian in Nuremburg. 
“Yesterday afternoon 1 arrived here 
after a fine journey «cf about seven 
hours from Dresden. Near Hof we 

from Saxony :nto Bavaria and 
everywhere about this city are the 
traces of its long history. This place 
which now has a population of about 
350,000 dates back to the year 1000 
or earlier. Its elevation is 1000 feet 
above the sea. 

“The old town proper is surrounded 
by a high wall and a wide, deep 
moat. About 100 towers are distri- 
buted along the wall. Large round 
towers rise from the four principal 
gates. No words can express the 
fascination of wandering for hours 
among these old bits of history. Flag 
or stone pavements, bullidings with 
steep tiled roofs, churches eight or 
nine centuries old, and strange bronze 
fountains. The weather, though cold, 
has been sunny and clear, and the 
promise of spring is in the air and 
on the trees. 

‘This, more than any European 
city I have visited, except his- 
toric suburb Meissen near en, 
is like a dream or fairy tale—sugegest- 
ing the life that has flourished here 
through the reigns of many Kings. 
One has only to muse and imagine 
and. he seems to hear the sound of 
martial music, the clang of armour, 
the clash of spears on shields, or 

see the acts of knightly chivalry that 
been performed here. 

“This morning I spent two hours 
in the old church named San Lor- 
enzo which dates from 1162. I was 
struck with the dignity and simplic- 
ity of the interior of this great edi- 
fice with a length of 295 feet, and 
a breath and height of 98 feet, sim- 
ple stone finish, and 2+ colunms sup- 
— the arched cellings. All are 

graceful—the vaulted network, 
the staircases and galleries, the rese 
window. and the nine other historic 


ones painted at different periods. 
“At noon, near Chapel St. Mor- 


itz, I lunched on wurst and beer at the 
twuret gloeckle—a public-house 
that has remained unsitered since the 
fourteenth century. Probably it was 
frequented by Hans Sachs, Albrecht 
Duevor, Peter Vischer, and other fa- 
mous artists of Nuremberg. The old 
pictures, letters, autographs, as well 
as steins, and furniture, give 
the resort a quaint, inviting atmos- 
phere. Presently four or five Ger- 
mans came in and I found myself in 
the midst of a thoroughly German 
atmesphare.”

This Season's to Date. ‘Amon’: to Fifty 
Per Cent. of Last Year’s—Lemons Going Forward at 
a Surprising Rate—Active Demand for Oranges at 
Strong Prices—The Outlook for the Coming Crops.

true of lemons. By the, middle of April practically half the crop should 
be shipped and there should be going out daily between 250 and 350_car- 
loads. For April 4 of the current year the daily shipment of oranges amounted 
to fifty-uine’ carloads, and of lémons, five; total sixty-four... For Saturday 
and Sunday last the shipment amounted to eighty-three carloads of oranges 
and eight of lemons, total ninety-one. For the three days the shipment of 
oranges amounted to 142 carloads and of lemons thirteen; total 155. 

‘On’ April 5-a year ago the shipments for the day amounted to 221 car- 
loads of. oranges and twenty-two of lemons, total 243, and for the Saturday 
and Sunday’ following the shipments were 305 cars of oranges and forty: of 
lemons;. total, 345. | 

_ The shipments for this year amount to only. about one-fourth of those 
for last year for the single day, with about the same ratio sud the combined 
shipments for the Saturday and Sunday. 

The citrus-fruit season begins November 1, and therefore to the first of 
April there had passed five months of the citrus season. The comparative. 
shipments of last year and this year practically. for these five months are as | 
follows: 

Oranges, season to date, 7582 carloads;: lemons, ‘1002 carloads; total, 
8584; compared with last. year, 13,065 cars of oranges, 1046 of lemons; total 
14,110 carloads. 

Shipments of this year compared with last are but very little over 50 
per cent. ° 

The reason for this remarkable falling off is found in the unprecedentedly 
cold weather of the early part of January of the current year and the ro 
sults to date are better than expected immediately following that cold snap, 
the severest ever experienced in Southern California. It was feared at the 
time that 75 per cent. of the crop had been destroyed, and some put the 


damage at even a higher percentage. 

Three months after the cold weather the known facts are about like 
these: The damage was very unequally distributed throughout Southern 
California, some orchards escaping almost untouched and some sections 
experiencing losses of not over 20 or 30 per cent. of their crop. In other 
cases were found orchards where the loss was almost total, and sections 
where it amounted to 80 per cent. of the crop. 

It would not be safe to conjecture from the shipments already = that 
at the end of the season, October 31, the crop of the present season marketed 
would amount to 50 per cent. of that of last year. If the shipments for ne 
next seven months should rise to a total of twice the shipments to date, it 
would amount to about 50 per cent. of a normal crop. But even that result is 
scarcely to be hoped for.

Since the impounding of water 
would create vast water-power, it is 
proposed cost can be repaid in part 
at least: by selling the water-power. 
No reservoir system for the purpose; 
proposed has yet been completed in 
this country. 

The most conspicuous project of 
this kind at present is with refer- 
ence to the Allegheny and Mononga- 
hela Rivers, which, coming together 
at Pittsburgh to form the Ohio River, 
are often both in flood at the same 
time and cause great loss at Pitts- 
burgh, as well as at points farther 
down the Ohio River. The enterpris- 
ing men of Pittsburgh, growing weary 
of their large annual losses, raised a 
fund and expended it in a scientific 
study of the means of flood control. 
Their engineers found certain faver- 
ably-situated spots, now known as the

DEEPENING CHANNELS. 


A third means to the same end is 
the deepening, widening and straight- 
ening of river channels, the building 
of levees and the laying of revetments 
along the banks. These are the meth- 
ods now and heretofore pursued, and 
there is no dispute “about their pro- 
priety, always provided the work is 
done in a comprehensive way and 
under large plans, taking each river

When water 
falls from the clouds, in the form of 
rain, upon the ground, it elther runs 
off or is absorbed Into it. To the © 
tent to which it is absorbed, it mois- 
tens the ground and is held by it for 
a longer or shorter time; and accord- 
ing to the extent to which if runs off 
it carries away with it part of the 
soil itself into the stream, which is 
called soll erosion. : 
Cultivation, as now ordinarily prac- 
ticed, affords the most favorable con- 
ditions for rapid run-off and com- 
paratively slight absorption. A na- 
tural result of this is that not enough 
moisture is stored in the soil, and 
when a period of drought comes dur- 


there is a failure for lack of moisture. 
If the absorption and retention of 
moisture in the soil of cultivated land 
could be increased, the following re- 
sults may be confidently expected to 
fotlow: Soll loss by leaching and ero- 
sion would be greatly reduced, run- 
off would be diminished, floods would 
be checked, failure of crops by 
droucht would be abolished, and navi- 
gation would be facilitated.

The cost of the works proposed 
would be large. beyond doubt. The 
nation is spending more than a Dil- 
lion dollars annually upon its running 
expenses. If the investment of half of 
such a sum within a period of ten 
years would give us navigable rivers, 
prevent ordinary floods and mitigate 
extraordinary ones, stop soil erosion, 
increase our disappearing timber sup- 
ply, prevent crop failure b drought, 
increase the productivity the soll 
over the entire humid region, and 
make thousands of new homes for 
men the arid and semi-arid West 
then lt am for spending it. 

We should continue our present riv- 
er work, but enlarge it by every effec- 
tive means.

sea level. The watershed is covered 
with a thick layer of top soil, the 
underlying formation being lava. The 
water which trickles through the top 
soil ultimately finds its way to the 
-stream at the foot of the watershed. 
The regimen of each stream is studied 
with a degree of faithfulness which 
indicates how important the govern- 
ment considers this work. No mat- 
ter how severe the weather, the mem- 
bers of the experiment station force 
turn out at regular hours, tramping 
to the snow bins on the heights, vis- 
iting the rious meteorological and 
stream-fiow stations, and collecting 
the daily data which have such im- 
portant bearing on the world's flood 
problem. 

Each watershed is considered typi- 
cal in its forest cover, which consists 
of Douglas fir in the lower reaches 
and Englemann spruce at the higher 
altitudes, with quaking asp on the 
numerous “burns’’ which show where 
forest fires have swept over the area. 
Something over 200 acres are included 
in each watesshed. The debris on 
all the slore shows no signs of any 
great floods in recent years. 

The most important features in 
both areas are the dams, where the 
measurements of the streams are rec- 
orded. Each dam is located at the 
lower extreme of the watershed to 
be studied. A concrete wall has, in 
each stream, been sunk to the imper- 
vious stratum of rock underlying the 
loose soll of the stream bed. Through 
the opening of each dik» the water 
pours in a thin, broad sheet into a 
settling basin. These ns are in 
proportion to the size of the streams. 
Normally three or four hours are re- 
quired for a complete change of wa- 
ter in the basins. The floors f the 
basins are of concrete. After having 
stood in these basins unt!) cleared of 
silt the water passes out over weirs of 
the “suppressed” pipe. It is only neces- 
sary to know the height of the water 
in the basin to calculate the dischareg 
of the stream at any time. Automatic 
readings of the water height are se- 
cured by the latest scientific devices. 
The readings of the automatic stage 
register are checked up by an auto- 
matic hook-gauge device, which gives 
still-well readings. The height of 
the water in the basin is registered 
automatically upon a ruled sheet by 
apen. The sheet is wapped about a 
drum, this drum being revolved by the 
rising and falling of a float. These 
automatic registers are operated all 
the year round by the use of a light, 
non-freezing oll upon the water of 
the still-wells in winter. 

The meterological conditions — 
each watershed are watched not less 
closely than the actual flow. 
Near the lower end of each water- 
shed is located a main meterological 
station. Here daily, and even hourly, 
records are made with the following 
instruments: Sliding psychrorfieter, 
maximum thermometer, minimum 
thermometer, thermographs for air 
and soll, hydrograph, automatic rain 
gauge, anemometer, snow scale and 
evaporation gauge. Opposite these 
stations are secondary stations, with 
more limited equipment. At the head 
of “B” watershed, and representing 
the upper ‘extremes of both water- 
sheds. is another primary station, with 
thermometers, air and soll thermo- 
graphs, and tipping bucket rain gauge. 


sunshine are recorded. There are 
about fifteen snow scales on each 
watershed, and three on the common 
ground at the head of the watersheds. 
The measurement of the rainfall in 
the areas is comparatively simple. The 
tipping bucket rain gauges, at various 
ons, send their automatic records, 
through the most delicate of ma- 
chinéery, directly to the office. In 
measuring the snowfall, the snow-box 
method is used, besides ordinary 
scaies. The water equivalent is de- 
termined by the weighing system. The 
expert es a “snow sample” from a 
snowbank, and, putting it on a light 
pair of scales which he carries for the 
purpose, secures the weight and is 
able to calculate the amount of water 
in the snow. 
It is important to keep a record 
of the air and soil temperatures, as 
both these influences affect the: water 
run-off to a marked degree. The 
| automatic air temperature recorders 
furnish a record of the number of 
hours of thawing each day. The soil 
temperature records are taken at a 
depth of six inches and show the con- 
ditions which may affect the melting 
of the snowbanks from below, and 
also the possibility of snow water 
frbezing in the ground or-running off. 
The evaporation factor is determined 
by the loss from the free surface of 
water in a small tank. Humidity is 
determined daily at several stations, 
and is important as affecting evapora- 
tion. The wind direction for each 
minute is recorded on a triple register 
at one of the stations. 
The work at Wagon Wheel Gap was 
begun in July, 1910, and has continued 
steadily since that time. The station 
is about three miles from the Wagon 
Wheel Gap railroad station, on the 
Denver and Rio Grande. The twin 
watersheds were discovered accident- 
ally, in connection with the timber 
sale examination on the Rio Grande 
National Forest. Experts from the 
Geological Survey were sent to the 
scene and made a careful examination 
of the soll formation, bedrock, etce., 
and announced that the area seemed 
suitable in every way for the purposes 
of experimentation. 
The living streams, whose flow is 
being so carefully studied, lose them- 
selves in the sandy soil just before 
they reach the Rio Grande. Outside 
of a somewhat similar experiment 
now being carried on by the Swilis 
government at Emmenthal, no such 
thorough study of all the conditions 
affecting stream flow has ever been 
attempted. Various governments 
have, from time to time, tried to 
reach satisfactory conclusions by 
measurements of streams at various 
stages, and by determining, through 
the comparison of individual factors, 
the effect of forest cover on stream- 
flow, but these efforts have all been 
unsatisfactory on account of their 
inexactness. Reliable comparative 
meterological data from the same 
area, before and after denuding that 
area of-timber, Is recognized as the 
only testimony science can accept 
without reservation. ~ 
In view of the increasing import- 
ance of the subject of stream control 
and flood prevention in this country, 
the government decided to make the 
experiment at Wagon Wheel Gap so 
thorough and conclusive that there 
would be no loophole for objections 
when the results were announced. It 
has been argued by some authorities 
that timber cover does not conserve 
the water supply and thereby affect 
streamfiow. The weight of scientific 
investigation, so far as experiments 
have been carried out, has indicated 
that forest cover does have an ap- 
preciable effect on stream flow, and 
that the increasing severity of floods 
in this country is due largely to the 
destruction of the fine forests which 
once covered most of the watersheds 
in. the United States. The weight of 
argument has been with those who 
have claimed that forest cover affects 
climatic conditions in general, but it 
has been decided that purely deductive 
arguments are not sufficient, hence the 
establishment of this most unique ex- 
periment station in the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the compilation of volumin- 
ous records, which cannot be disputed.

Rich Gravel Is Struck in 
: Home Ticket Mine. 


Southors Californians Are 


Interested. 


Big ‘Amalgamation Is Pro- 
posed by Syndicate. 


[Special Qorrespondence of The Times.] 
SACRAMENTO (Cal.) April 11.— 
A rich strike of gravel is reported 
from the Home Ticket mine, in the 
Last near Auburn. 
The property is owned and operated 
by Los Angeles and Long Beach peo- 
ple, headed by J. F. Thompson of the 
latter city. he discovery was made 
in the lower channel, which was re- 
cently intersected by the new adit ex- 
tended to cut the deposit at consider- 
able depth below the old levels. 
Some of the gravel is said to run 
$3 to $5 per car, with developments 
indicating an extensive bed of the rich 
material. The lower adit is in about 
3000 feet and has apparentiy tapped 
a large area of virgin auriferous 
ground. Developments are proceed- 
ing vigorously, and the owners 
pear on the eve of earning excellent 
returns after years of costly work. 
The Home Ticket was one of the 
noted gravel producers of Placer 
county twenty years ago, and, oper- 
ated by eastern capitalists, yielded 
phenomenal profits. The Los 
geles and Long Béach capitalists ac- 
quired the mine several years ago for 


a reported consideration of $100,000, 


Thousands of dollars have been 
spent subsequently in developments 
and fer machinery, and much new 
ground has been brought within the 
productive zone. The upper deposit 
vielded splendidly until virtually ex- 
hausted, and the lower channel is con- 
fidently expected to be productive of 
large revenues. 

A deal is pending for the acquiring 
ahd merging of a number of mines in 
the Magalia district. A syndicate of 
western mining men are interested. 
J. F. Hubbard and G. F. Dyer, both 
noted mining engineers, have recent- 
ly made an exhaustive examination 
of the properties, and are reported to 
have recommended the purchase.

The Daniels 
family needed the salary. One of the 
boys was in, college, and The Advance

i saw Gen. Matt W. Ransom, our 
Senator. Timothy O. Howe of Wis- 
consin was Postmaster-General, and 
while In Congress had tried to give 
the negroes of Washington the right 
of suffrage. The face of matters 
looked omnious. Neither did I know 
that Howe had seen my editorials. 

“*You wait out here,’ Gen. Ransom 
said to me at the door of Howe's 
anteroom, ‘whiie I go inside and ease 
the way for your entrance.’ I never 
got any farther. Howe produced the 
file of my paper instanter. ‘That,’ he 
said, ‘Is the activity of one son. The 
other son is a chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Committee of Goldsboro.’ Ran- 
som Wag a quick man. The editorials, 
however, took him by surprise. ‘Of 
course,’ he said, ‘Josephus Daniels is 
a Democrat. He lives only two or 
three counties from my own home. | 
make it my business t6 see that all 
the promising young men in my 
neighborhood are Democrats.

[ never meant to practice the legal 
profession, and ceased to be a lawyer, 
if l ever began, the day I passed the 
bar examination. Walter H. Page, 
afterward editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, and now editor of World's 
Work, was running the State Chron- 
icle at Raleigh. He and I were 
friends. I took his place when he 
moved to the North, buying the Chron- 
icle on credit. Then I mingled with 
the members of the State Legislature, 
and, to the astonishment of two other 
candidates, was elected State Printer. 
The office paid me about $3000 net. 
It was not onerous. I was re-elected 
three times, and then, right after the 
fourth election, resigned because I 
believed the work should not be given 
as a reward In politics, but let out to 
the lowest bidder. 
“By this time 1 was also proprietor 
of a daily newspaper and was losing 
money steadily. Well, as it always 
happens, man came along and 
wanted to De an editor. After paying 
all my debts, I had $5000, I took 
my mother and my mother-in-law on 
a trip to California. It was a fine 
vacation, and all of us enjoyed it tm- 
mensely. I returned home in time 
for the Cleveland campaign of 18932, 
Populism was breaking up the Demo- 
eratic party in the South, Cotton was 
down to 4 cents a pound, I started a 
campaign phper for the agricultural! 
regions cal the North Carolinian. 
“After t election, Hoke Smith, 
who wae to be Secretary of the In- 
terior, telegraphed me te report to 
him the day following the inaugura- 
tion. I was made appointment clerk, 
and cut off so many Republican heads 
that even Senator Smith asked me, in 
heaven's name, to stop. Too many 
amateura, you see, were being brought 
into the department all at once. I 
was chief clerk, and had been in office 
nearly two years, when I heard that 
the Raleigh News and Observer, a 
dignified old newspaper, had fatlen 
into hard lines and was to be sold at 
auction. 
“A lawyer bought it for me secretly 
for $16,000, thus fooling the rallroada, 
I borrowed the money from a friend, 
The first year I lost $6000. At the be- 
ginning of the third year I ower $17,- 
000. Then the tide turned. I have 
one of the best newepaper plants tin 
America, taking all things Inte con- 
sideration and speaking relatively. 
Raleigh has 19,000 inhabitants. My 
circulation is 20,000, Think those fig- 
ures over for a minute, I am far 
from being rich, but I have all the 
money that is good for me or for 
anyone else.”

Los “Angeles county has gone inte 
the business of operating automobiles 
on quite a large scale. A county ga- 
rage containing a big machine shop 
is maintained for the accommodation 
of the four motor trucks, seventeen 
automobiles and seventeen motorcy- 
cles which tre in the service of the 
people. ‘ 

The cars, exclusive of the motér- 
cycles, travel an average of 25,006 
miles a month, at an average cost of 
between 5 and cents a mile. This in- 
cludes everything except interest, de- 
preciation, rent and light for the ga- 
rage, and wages of drivers. There are 
only seven paid drivers, most of the 
cars being operated by the officials of 
the various ents.
